Heads of Big Concerns Declare 
City. Is Safe; Criticise 
Police and Firemen. 


SECRET MEETING HELD 


Two Negroes, One an Attorney 
and the Other a Detective, 
Held Without Charges. 

The East St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce today, at a meeting attended by 
7 business men, adopted a resoidticn 
appealing to law-abiding negroes, who 
hase fled from Fast St. Louis because 


of the massacre of 21 negrves there Mon. 1 


day afternoon. and evening, to return to 
their places of employmeut. The prom- 
ise is made that they will be protectei, 


no matter how man. militiamen it takes 
to give such protection. 

The meeting also voted to appoint a 
committee on law enforcement, which 
is instructed to Jerard a reorganization 
of the Police and Fire Departments, 
both of which are declared to be “ut- 
ter'y ineffective.”” A committee .a 
prosecutions was formed, and this com- 
mittee decided to call on Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brundage for help. 

Rumor as to Moliman. 

Only members of the organization 
were admitted to the meeting. Some of 
those who attended said afterward tha: 
speakers advocate] asking for Mayor 
Moliman’s resignation, but no official 
action was taken on this suggestion. 

‘The number of law-abiding negroes 
who have left the city, and whose return 
there is. now desired, was estimated in 
the text of the resolution as 3000. The 
greater part of these are in or near St. 
Louis, where they have taken refuge in 
negro neighborhoods, or in the munici- 
pal lodging house, The resolution states 
that there is now “absolute security," 
and that Illinois trvops can handle the 
situation without the need of Federa)

Chamber of Commerce are: 


A mecting of 300 business men was 
called for 2 o’clock Friday afternoon in 
the East St. Louis city hall to consider 
further means for getting desirable 
negroes back.. 

Officials of concerns employing negro 
labor, inc'uding the packing houses and 
the railroads, said they needed the 
negroes in their old jobs, if a general 
curtailment was to be avoided. {t was 
Said at the meeting that employment 
agents from other cities were working 
among the negro refugees in St. Louis, 
and that if prompt action were not 
‘taken a large part of this supply of 
labor would be lost to Kast St. Louls. 

Fear Soldiers’ Departure. 

Militia officers have failed, thus far, 
in their attempt to persuade negroes to 
return to their jobs at the packing 
plants and elsewhere. Although nearly 
18002 militiamen have now made the 
Streets apparently safe for negroes, the 
negroes fear that renewed trouble may 
follow the departure of the soldiers.

‘Ninety -two of the men arrested at that 
time were released yesterday, as mill- 
tiamen said they had no Hefinite indi- 
vidual evidence against them. The two,

Two men prominent in the East St. 
Louis negro community were arrested, 
and the entry “Hold” was placed 
against their names in the police record. 
No other explanation was given of their 
arrest. N. W. Pardon, who until three

ed "by policemen. James Vardiman, a 
reere city detective, was placed in cus- 
tody by three militiamen.

BY TELEGRAPH OVER COUNTRY 


Series Falsely Purporting to Be First 
13 Drawn Are Widly Copied. 


Men of military dra‘t age in St. Louis 


weer interested today in ‘‘telegrams’”’ 


purporting to outline the first 13 num- 
bers drawn in Washington for the first 


draft army. The numbers were 5, ll, 17, 
61, 62, 67, 100, 107, 109, 111, 114, 145 and 146. 

The numbers were posted in cigar 
stands and in. brokerage wffices. Young 
men copied them and hurried about tne 
etreets, exhibiting them to friends. .\* 
the courthoute at Clayton they were 
posted and were largely discussed }b/ 
groups of men. One brokerage wire 
stated that registrants with those num- 
bers would be called out all over the 
country. 

The Post-Dispatch, flooded with in- 
quiries as to the accuracy of these 
numbers, learned that the hoax was 
worked yesterday at Peru, Ill., where 
the numbers were posted on a baseball 
bulletin board. The persons operating 
the board claimed the numbers came 
from a telegraph company as a tip, 
along with the regular baseball scores. 
Inquiry disclosed that the excitement 
Caused by the hoax was. spreading 
throughout the country. 


BRINISH HAVE NOT LOST GUA 
IN FRANCE IN OVER 2 YEARS 


They Have Taken 117,776 Prisoners 
in War, Exclusive of Natives in 
Africa; Losses, 51,088, 


LONDON, July 5.—Since the beginning 
of the war the British have captured 
117,776 prisoners, exclusive of natives 
taken prisoners in the African’ cam- 
paign, may of whom have been re- 
leased, said Mayor-General F. B. Mau- 
rice, director of military operations, at 
the War Office today. The British have 
lost to the-enemy 651,088 men including 
Indian and native troops. These fig- 
ures take in all theaters of war. 

The British have captured 739 guns 
during the war and lost 133. Of the 
guns lost 37 were recaptured, and of 
the % remaining in enemy hands 84 
were lost by the British on the West 
front early in the war. 

“The British have not lost a single 
gun on the West front since April, 
1915,’ said the General. 


BERLIN DISPATCH MINIMIZES 
U, S, TROOP LANDING IN FRANCE 


Says Contingent Is Smali and is 
Takem Around for Show Purposes 
to Revive French Courage. 
AMSTERDAM, July 5.—A Berlin dis- 
patch to the Dusseldorf General An- 
zeiger says leading circles there “are 
firmly convinced there is little or no 
truth in reports of the landing of large 

American forces in France.” 

The message says only a small Amer- 
ican contingent has been landed and is 
now being taken around for show pur- 
Poses to revive French courage and de- 
clares that the reports regarding the 
Americans are spread in a way intend- 
ed to cause uneasiness in Germany and 
among her allies.

They drove from 
Jerseyville in automobiles, crossing on 
the ferry at Hardin and spending the 
Cay near the river. 

The Richards party left earlier than 
the Houghtlins, who stopped in Hardin 
to have supper with relatives. When 
they started home Houghtlin drove onto 
the ferry. Herter, the ferryman,. re- 
quested him to move up a little further 
to make room for another machine. The 
engine of his car was still running. 
The car leaped forward and crasned’ 
through the rail and plunged into the 
river. It is presumed that he pressed 
the accelerator too strongly, or that the 
clutch took hold too quickly. 

None of the occupants came to the 
surface. Houghtlin could swim but it 
is supposed that he was unable to 
work his way loose from the auto. 

Herter and Lee Manning, one of the 
occupants of the car for which Hought- 
lin had made room, put off in the ferry 
launch and cruised about but saw no 
trace of anyone. The river, only deep 
enough to cover the automobile, was 
dragged with grappilifig hooks and Mrs. 
Houghtlin’s body was quickly recov- 
ered. A doctor who-was called from 
Hardin tried to resuscitate her but 
failed. The boy was found next and 
then Houghtlin’s body was recovered.

Houghtlin was about 34 years old, and 
was associated with his father, W. H. 
Houghtlin, in the Jerseyville Granite 
and Marble Works. His wife was some- 
what younger. Miss Johnson was about 
50 years old. She had arrived the day 
before on a visit. 

The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Hougltlin 
and the boy were taken to Jerseyville.

FOUR FOOD RIOTERS KILLED, 
19 INJURED IN’ AMSTERDAM 


Trouble Follows Parade, Against Po- 
lice Orders, of Workmen Who Ob- 
ject to Potate Exportations. 

AMSTERDAM, July 5.—Four youths 
were killed and 19 persons injured when 
police and troops fired on a mob which 
was pillaging shops Tuesday night. The 
clash followed a parade of a large num- 
ber of. workmen through the streets, 
contrary to police orders. 

The Telegraaf refers to the difficulty 
of making the less educated classes un- 
derstand the necessity on the one hand 
of bartering pdétatoes for German qoal 
and iron and on the other hand of ful- 
filling the contract with England, which 
calls for forwarding to that country an 
amount of potatoes equivalent to that 
exported to Germany.

AWAITED EAGERLY 


He Is Being Squeezed to Come 
Out With Unequivocal Dec- 
laration of War Policy. 


BITTER FIGHT EXPECTED

empire. A heated debate on war aims 
and the peace polemic has broken out 
again in the press. 

For the first time German public opin- 
ion is sharply divided on the clear-cut 


issue whether to hit.a new trail of im-| 
- mediate democratization and frank pro-| 


fession of a nonannexation creed, in the 
hope of obtaining a permanent peace 
based on mutual understanding, or to 
stick stubbornly to the old course and 
be prepared for war of an indefinite 
duration on the chance of ultimate vi-- 
tory and peace imposed by might. 

Accordding to private information from 
Berlin, the full import of America’s en- 
try into the war is beginning at last to 
dawn on the German miiid, and it is now 
working to clarify the issue of peace 
through democratization, or the pro- 
longed agony of a death struggle. 

Reichstag Struggle in Prospect. 

Significant of the powerful cross cur- 
rents is the fact that the partisans of a 
common-sense peace and democratiza- 
tion are getting together for a nation- 
wide no-annexation peace propaganda, 
while the Pan-Germans are working at 
highest pressure to stem the rising tide 
of “democratic peril.’’ Both camps are 
gripped for the embittered Struggle when 
+he- Reichstag meets, and a divided pub- 
lic opinion is squeeging the Chancel'or 
hard to come into the open with an un- 
equivocal peace or war policy. 

“Peace discussions, which will un- 
doubtedly find an echo in the Reich- 
stag,”’ says the Modrgen Post, ‘can no 
longer be laid at rest, now that the 
question has been reduced to the brief 
formula of complete victory, even at the 
price of an endless prolongation of the 
war, or peace through mutual under- 
standing among all nations.” 

Peace Question Is Discussed Before 
Reichstag Committee. 

COPENHAGEN, July 5.—Lieuten- 
ant-General von Stein, Prussian Min- 
ister of War and State, told a com- 
mittee of the German Reichstag yes- 
terday, according to dispatches reach- 
ing here, that a further British offen- 
sive was expected north of Arras, 
where Gen. Haig apparently is pre- 
paring action on a large scale. The 
Minister said the abandonment of the 
Saloniki campaign’ was improbable, 
but he regarded the Italian offensive 
on the Isonzo and in the Tyrol as 
shattered. 

The ministerial declarations re- 
garding the working of the submarine 
campaign, about which the official 
Wolff News Bureau cables ample re- 
ports to the neutral press, were not 
the only matters before yesterday’s 
meeting of the Reichstag Committee. 
The Socialist organ Voorwaerts in 
its. report of the proceedings in the 
‘little Reichstag’’ says Herr Ebert, 
Socialist, devoted considerable atten- 
tior to the conditions in the nutri- 
tion of the people, and the prospect 
of an inadequate supply of fuel for 
the fourth war winter, which the 
Germans probably will be called on to 
face. 

Erzerberger, Clerical leader, and 
Von Payer, Radical, supported 
Ebert’s view of conditions and criti- 
cised the Government’s inefficient 
measures for dealing with’the prob- 
lem. 

Representatives of Various parties ex- 
pressed divergent views on the peace 
question, which was also discussed by 
the committee. Efbt said the Govern- 
ment could have peace this summer if 
it would only offer peace without an- 
nexation and indemnities to all op- 
ponents, and abandon separate over- 
tures to Russia. 

Erzberger said the formula of the 
Russian Council of Deputies was im- 
possible and impractical. He warne:! 
the Government representatives against 
awakening. {alse optimism by their 
statements. 

Von Payer said that further peac. 
proffers were harmful and tend to de- 
feat the German object. The only thing 
to do, he said, was to hold out, bolster- 
ing public sentiment meantime by tm 
mediately beginning the work of demvo- 
cratizing the country. 

A measure -giving additional repre- 
sentation to a number of overgrowr 
Urpoan industrial Reichstag  districtrs 
probably will be submitted to the Reich- 
stag. Party leaders at a conference 
Monday with Chancellor von Bethmanr- 
Holitweg obtained from the Govern- 
ment an agreement that this so-called 
minor reform program would be im- 
mediately taken up. A committee yes- 
terday began preparing a report there- 
on for tmmediate presentation to the 
‘Reichstag. Other reforms stil! slum- 
ber.

State, War, Navy and Justice 
Departments Co-operating 
to Stamp It Out. 


MAKE VALUABLE HEADWAY, 


Inquiry Being Made Into How 
Berlin Learned Route of 
Troop Ships. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.-Officers, who 
for obvious reasons cannot be quoted, 
declared today that if the Government's 
activities against German spies in the 
United States could oe published the 
news would startle the world. 

While not cdmitting a conviction that 
the spy system was entirely responsible 
for the massed submarine attack on 
transports of Gen. Pershing’s expedi- 
tion, they said the forces of the Strate, 
War, Navy and Justice Departments 


were working in co-operation, and sys- 
tematically unearthing infurination of 
un amazing, character and of great 
value to the Government. 

It was pointed out that even with the 
strictest censorship of mails, cavles and 
press, tne European allies have not been 
able to meet the situation to their com- 
plete satisfaction. 

The outstanding facts 
tion are: 

: Some of Pertinent Facts. 

1. Secretary Daniels and Admiral 
Benson, chief of operations, were the 
only two persons who knew the route 
to be followed ‘by the transports and 
their convoy. 

2. Admiral Gleaves, in supreme com- 
mand of the expedition, sailed from 
an American port with sealed orders, 
which he did not open until he was 
several days out on the Atlantic. These 
orders were in the handwriting of Ad- 
miral Benson. Not even his personal 
aid knew their contents. Not even 
Major-General Siebert, commander of 
the expedition, or any. of his officers 


in the situa- 


kriewuthe port of janding ‘tof the routs }- 


to be followed, 

3. After the expedition was well on its 
way the Navy Department sent 2 wire- 
less to Rear Admiral Sims, in command 
of the American naval forces in Eu- 
ropean waters, to pick up the transports 
at a specified point outside the war 
zone. This message was sent in the 
navy’s most secret code, one that has 
beer revised recently and is understood 
by less than half a dozen American ra- 
val officers. 

4. Admiral Sims met the American 
flotilla at the point specified. Before 
aoing so he transmitted the information 
i> the commanders of the French 
tleet of submarine chasers, which joined 
his command at the _ specified point. 
Even if there had been a leak at this 
point it would have been impossible for 
the Germans to get the information in 
time to intercept the expedition. 

5. Thousands of persons on the Atlan- 
tic seaboard knew when the ships left 
Atlantic ports, Virtually all of the regu- 
lar ferry riders around New York saw 
some of the preparations. 

Rase as Final Precantion. 

In order to discount the value of the 
knowledge in the public possession the 
flotilla delayed several days at a ren- 
Gezvous, so as to deceive theenemy on 
the probable date of arrival. 

The suggestion that someone in the 
Government service was responsible for 
the information redching Berlin was dis- 
counted completely by the fact that 
none except Secretary Daniels and Ad- 
rriral Benson knew thé route te be fol- 
lowed. They did not pass this informa- 
tion to Secretary of War Baker or to 
the acting chief of staff, Maj. Gen. 
Bliss. 

As a result of the definite knowledge 
along these lines the Government is 
working on the theory that the approx- 
imate date of the sailing of the trans- 
ports was cabled or wirelessed from this 
country in a fake message either to 
Fpain or Sweden, from whence it was 
relayed to Berlin or that the German 
agents responsible for sending the in- 
formation acted through a representa- 
tive of some supposedly reputable Span- 
ish or Scandinavian business firm.

CHEER AMERICAN 
TROOPS IN PARIS 


Battalion Marching to Tomb of 
Lafayette Joined by French 
Soldiers From Trenches. 


FLOWERS IN 


City Decorated With American 
Flags—Poincare and Joffre 
Join in Ceremonies. 


PARIS, July 5.—A remarkable demon-, 
stration was accorded yesterday to the 
battalion of American soldiers. which 
marched through the streets of Paris 
and which was the center of a Fourth of 
July celebration in which Paris turned 
out a crowd which no American city 
ever surpassed for size, enthusiasm and 
profusion for the Stars and Stripes. 

Police authorities estimated that 1,900,- 
000 persons must have seen the parade of 
the American troups, though July 4 was 


not a public holiday in France, und 
banks, the stock exchange, stores and 
factories were continuing operations as 
usual. Employers gave permission for 
employes to leave their work to see the 
American troops. 

Following ceremonies at the Hotel 
des Invalides, near the tomb of Na- 
poleon, the American soldiers, about to 
leave for their permanent training camp 
behind. the battle front, marched 
through the streets to the cemetery 
where Lafayette is buried. They were 
received with remarkable enthusiasm 
all along the route, flowers were strewn 
in their path and they were joined by; 
hundreds of French soldiers, some of 
them in bandages, who fell in from the 
sidewalks where thousands of Frencn 
soldiers on leave were gathered. 

Everywhere the American flag was 
flying from public buildings, ‘hotels and 
residences and from automobiles, caos 
and carts. Horses’ bridles and the lapels 
of pedestrians’ coats carried them. 


The crowd began to gather early 
at vantage points. Rue de Varenne 

was choked I6tig before 8 &. m. when 
the Republican Guards’ band exe- 
cuted a field reveille under Major- 
General -Pershing’s windows and all 
routes toward the Invalides were 
thronged, even before Pershing’s men 
turned out. , 

About the Court of Honor, where 
the Americans were drawn up with a 
detachment of French territorials, 
the buildings overflowed with human- 
ity crowded to the roofs. All around 
the khaki-klad men from the United 
States were trophies and souvenirs of 
war-German cannon, airplanes, ma- 
chine guns and many appliances for 
burning suffocating gas. Behind them 
in the chapel separating the Court of 
Honor from Napoleon's Tomb were 
German battle flags, trophies of the 
Marne and Alsace besides Prussian 
banners of 1870. 

Ceremony at Napoleon’s Tomb. 

There in the chapel before the 
tomb of Napoleon, Gen. Pershing re- 
ce'ved American flags and banners 
from the hands of President Poin- 
care. Almost the entire history of 
the struggles of the French against 
the Germans looked down upon the 
scene from paintings portraying her- 
oic incidents 
Charlemagne to Napoleon. There 
was a sharp contrast between the 
khaki and plain wide-brimmed hats 
of Pershing’s men and the gay Cress 
of D’Artagnan's plumed musketeers 
and Napoleon's grenadiers. . 

The enthusiasm of the vast crowd 
reached its highest pitch when Gen. 
Pershing, escorted by President Poin- 
care, Marshal Joffre and other high 
French dignitaries passed along, re- 
viewing the Americans, drawn up in 
square formations. Cheering broke 
out anew when the American band 
struck up “The Marseillaise’ and 
again when the French band played 
the “Star Spangled Banner” and 
Pershing received the flags from the 
President. 


“Vive les Americans; vive Persh- 
ing; vive les Estats Unis,” were 
shouted over and over by the crowd 
greeted the American standard bear- 
ers as they advanced. 

The crowd that had waited three 
hours to witness the ceremonics that 
were over in fifteen minutes surged 
toward the exit cheering frantically 
after the departing Americans and 
trying to break through a cordon of 
police troops: Outside a greater 
crowd that covered the entire es- 
planade of the Invalides took up the 
cheers as Pershing’s men marched 
away. 


Eater Court of Honor. 

When the 230th Regiment of the French 
Territorials with its band escorted the 
battalion picked from the regiments of 
United States infantry into the court 
of honor, the court and; corridors of the 
Invalides resounded with the prolonged 
accalamation of the company of massed 
spectators tha: left just room enough for 
the troops te form a hollow square. 

Standing in the center were descend- 
ants of sold‘urs of the American Revolu- 
tion with “anicns in United States colors 
and the colors of a Major-General of the 
inited States army—a flag of red ground 
with two silver stars—embroidered by 
French women, and American veterans 
who fought with the French in the war 
of 1870, with the flag of the American 
volunteers in the French Foreign Lega- 
tion. A few surviving inmates from the 
Soldiers Home stood behind as a guard

$23,910,811 of Gross Revenue Collected 
Applied Directly to Public 
Road Funds. | 

WASHINGTON, July «-~In 1916 there 
were 1,067,332 more motor cars registered 
in the United States than in 1915, an in- 
crease of 43 per cent. The gross totai 
of registered cars, including commercial 
cars, was 3,512,996; the number of mo- 
tor cycles registered was 250,320. 

The several states collected in regis- 
tration and license fees, including those 
of chauffeurs and operators, a total rev- 
enue of $25,865,30.75. Of this amount 92 
per cent, or $23,910,811, was applied di- 
rectly to road funds of 43 states, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the Of- 
fice of Public Roads of the U. 8. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The figures for 1916 correspond very 
closely with the annual percentage in- 
crease of motor car registration of the 
last three years. This yearly increase 
has averaged 4 per cent in the number 
cf cars and SO per cent in revenues. 

In 1906 the total state registrations 
were approximately 48,000 cars, on ac- 
count of which the several states col- 
Iccted in fees and licenses a gross rev- 
enue of about $190,000. Only a small 
tart of this was applied to road work. 
In 1916 the $25,865,369.75 collected formed 
nearly 9 per cent of the total rural road 
and bridge revenues of the states.

Dickson Discusses Troops’ Orders. 

Adjutant-Genera! Dickson, when asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter what in- 
structions the militiamen had as to the 
use of their guns, said the men were 
ordered to use any means necessary to 
preserve order.

This 
count does not inciwde the two detec- 
tives, Coppedge and Wodley, whose 
deuths were caused by wounds inflicted 
by negroes the night before. 

The inquest into the deaths of the 
negroes has been deferred until next 
Monday. At that time the St. Clair 
County grand jury will also meet in 
Belleville, and State’s Attorney Schaum- 
leffel has said that it will take up tne 
inquiry into the slaughter of negroes, 
but possibly not bcfore the following 
week. " 


Nearly 700 East St. Louis Negroes 
Sheitered at St. Louis Lodging House. 


About 700 negro refugees from East 
St. Louis were sheltered at the Munsctpal 
Lodging House last néght. 

Three cases of smallpox were dis- 
covered by Board of Health physicians 
at the lodging house.

Serious clashes between. strik- 
ing miners and 300 armed citizens whu 
cleared the streets twice yesterday were 
averted only by appeals by Gov.

Member of Illinois Defense Council 
Discusses East St. Louis Riots. 
CHICAGO, UL, July 5.~The race riots 
in, Kast St. Louis are laid at the feei 
ef unscrupulgus manipulators of labor 
by Victor Olander of the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Labor and a member of the 
Illinois Council of Defense. The gsol.'- 
tion of the trouble, he says, will be 
reached when the: negroes organize 
themselves for protection of their in- 

terests. 

Olander points out that the report of 
the labor Committee of the Illinois 
Council of Defense of their investiga- 
tion of the situation in East St. Louis 
makes plain that the presence of 60% 
to 15,000 negro immigrants, in addition 
to the 10,000 or more permanent negro 
residents of the town, created a vast 
surplus of laborers. 

For months, according to the report, 
anonymous advertisements had been ap- 
pearing in newspapers circulated amons 
Southern negroes urging immigration 
to East St. Louis and promising em- 
ployment and high wages. There wer? 
jobs for only a portion of them, yet the 
advertisements continued to appear and 
the influx increased. The negroes over. 
ran the negro quarters and encroached 
on white residence districts. 


Exodus of Neroees Cripples Packing 
and Industrial Plants. 

East St. Louis packing houses and 
other industrial plants were badly 
crippled today because of the exidus 
of negro laborers. 

At the Swift Packing Co, plant ‘559 
men out of a total of 2600 failed to 
report for work. Of the missing men 
400 are negroes. At the other. plants 
the conditions were similar. 

Of the 600 employes of the Commercial 

Acid Co., 500 were missing. Most ‘of 
these are black. More than 10 negroes 
were missing from the Aluminum Con- 
pany of America. At all the other plants 
employing negroes there was a similar 
shortage. 
The packing companies and the Com- 
mercial Acid Co. reported that the ne 
groes were slowly returning. Manager 
Cc. B. Fox of the Aluminum company, 
said, however, that negroes were still 
drawing their pay and leaving.

The head of every spectator was un- 
covered precisely at 9 o'clock, when the 
American bana struck up the Marseil- 
laise. The simultaneous appearance of 
President Poincare, Gen. Pershing, Gen. 
Joffre, American Ambassador Sharp and 
other dignitaries, was the signal for tre- 
mendous cheering. Impressive silence 
prevailed when the fanions and flags 
were presented to the American troops. 

Gen. Pershing was apparently moved. 
Gen. Noix, Governor of the Invalides, re- 
ceived the ‘lag of the American Foreign 
Legion for the War Museum. 

The Colonel commanding the Amer- 
ican batallion advanced and saluted 
President Poincare. The cheering 
broke.out again as President Poin- 
care shook hands with the membefs 
of the official party as the troops 
began to file out of the Court of 
Honor. 

An airplane’ circling overhead fol- 
lowed the line of march. Thousands 
of French soldiers on leave weré 
along the route. Hundreds of peo- 
Ple rushed forward to shake hands 
with the American troopers. Other 
hundreds of French soldiers in trench 
work uniforms, stained and dingy, 
joined the marching troops. Some 
wore bandages on their hands and 
others had their arms in slings. 
Children threw flowers in. front of 
the marching Americans and flowers 
were tossed from ng sidewalks and 
windows. They weré caught by the 
American soldiers who stuck them in 
their rifles or their belts. 

The people called out effectionate- 
ly: “Sammies,” and “Teddies.” The 
name Teddy became tuddenly popu- 
lar as an expression of good will 
perhaps because it is easily pro- 
nounced b:; the French. 

Thousands of Children Cheer. 

Children from the primary schools 
were given the best places. Along tlie 
Avenue Daumesnil there were thousands 
of them calling ‘‘Teddy, Teddy, Teddy,” 
and throwing flowers. The Americal 
soldiers smiled and waved their hands 
at the children. 

French military men frequently com- 
mented on the soldierly eppearance of 
the American soldiers. 

The mounted Republican Guard joine? 
the escort near the @ity hall, where the 
parade was reviewed by the Municipal 
Council. Gen. Pershing and his sta‘f 
were ‘received ‘there at the same time. 
The crowds were enormous. 

At Picpus Cemetery, where Gen. La- 
fayette is buried, the American -troops 
passed through the arched gateway tv 
the old convent, where they rested in 
the large garden. In the little burial 
ground adjoining’ were gathered 300 or 
400 persons, including leading Amer- 
icans and Frenchmen. q 

H. Cleveland Coxe, as delegate of the 
Sons of the American Revolution from 
the Einvire State Society, placed a 
wreath on the slab above the grave of 
Lafayette. 

Ambassador Sharp, Brand Whitlock, 
Minister to Belgium, Painleve, French 
War Minister and Col. Stanton, the 
latter representing Gen. Pershing made 
addresses, Gen, Pershing, who occu- 
pied one of the few seats about the 
tomb, said: 

“IT had intended to say nothing but I 
feel so deeply the significance of this 
occasion that I do not desire it to pass 
without some expression on my part.”’

AIRPLANES AND THEIR PARTS 
TO BE GIVEN LABORATORY TEST 


Aeronautics Advisory Committee 
Closes Contract for Plant Near 
Hampton, Va. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics has 
closed a contract for the erection of a 
research laboratory on Langley Fick, 
near Hampton, Va. 

At this laboratory, in addition to the 
usual structural tests on airplanes and 
airplane parts, scientific research pe- 
culiar to aeronautics will be conducted 
under the supervision of the commit- 
tee. 

Instruments are being designed for 
use on airplanes to measure the vari- 
ous quantities which enter into the per- 
formance of a plane when in free flight. 
In particular these measurements will 
include the thrust developed by the pro- 
pefler, the power absorbed and the rev- 
ofutions, also the various movements 
made by the control levers and the re- 
salting motions of the plane, include 
reiling, yawing, pitching and likewise 
the attitude of the plane as a whole in 
relation to the horizontal. 

A wind tunnel of the Eiffel type will 
be erected for model tests on airplanes, 
surfaces and propellers. Having the re- 
suits of tests on models and full-sized 
surfaces, it will be possible to more ac- 
curately determine the laws by means 
of whieh results from model tests may 
te applied to full-sized machines and 
surfaces. 

The laboratory will comprise complete 
machine, instrument and pattern shops, 
as Well as a drafting room with the 
inost modern equipment.

Small Airplanes Needed in Great Numbers. 


“When the Germans have been driven out of the air, 
the Allies will be supreme and the war will end. To 
do this we need a great number of small ajrplanes of the 
sort that-~ have successfully chased the Sonera At 
present the difference between five years or more of 
war and an early victory for the allies is ten thousand 
airplanes. 

“How long the war will last depends therefore on the 
capacity we show fn coping with the very great prob- 
lem of producing without unnecessary delay the smal) 
fighting machines .eeded at the front. The Allies long 
since obtained control in the air, but their present ad- 
vantage in this respect falls short of being an over- 
whelming superiority. 

“We have the industria] plants which could soon be 
adapted for the turning out of airplane motors. We 
have the men to supervise the industry, the inventive 
genius to adapt and improve upon the developments 
that have Leen made abroad, and, now that we are as- 
sured of the money to pay for the labor and-.material, 
there seems no reason to doubt that in a year hence we 
will have sent abroad thousands of fighting airplanes 
that will be better than anything yet prcduced.” 

“Do you think that it would be possible and expedient 
to tempt to blow up Germany's submarine bases with 
bombs dropped from airplanes?” Mr. Wright was asked. 

“That would not stop the war,’’ he replied. “Suppose 
you did blow up the submarine bases, suppose you sunk 
every submarine today-—-that would not end the war. It 
would mean ease of mind for England, of course, be- 
cause of the freedom from fear of a lack of food, but 
the German Army would still be as strong as ever on 
the western front. 

“T have never considered bomb-dropping as the most 
important function * the airplane, and I have no rea- 
son to change this opinion now that we have entered 
the war. The situation -hows that, as a result of the 
flying machines’ activities, every opposing General knows 
;reeisely the strength of his enemy and precisely what 
he is going to do. Thus surprise attacks, which for 
thousands of years have determined the event of war, 
are no longer possible. When the United States sends 
enough airplanes abroad to bring down every German 
airplane that attem»ts to ascertain the disposition of 
the armies of the allies—literally sweeps from the 
heavens every German flying machine—the war will be 
won, because it will mean that the eves of the German 
gunners have been put out. 

“It is probable that Germany can be whinped without 
airplanes if we take time enough. But in that case five 
years would find us still at the job. To accomplish the 
destred end as soon as possible, the United States must 
be able to equip the allies, between now and a year 
from,now, with a vast air fleet. It is, by the way, the 
one thing that the United States can do and do quickly. 


10,000 Airplanes Preferred to 1,000,000 Men. 


“If, for instance, we could have 10,000 machines at the 
front tomorrow morning it would be far more effective 
than sending, if we were able, 1,000,000 men. If we 
could drop 1000 airplanes and aviators over there today, 
everybody in Germany would know before night that 
we were there.” 

“We are bringing over .o this country foreign motors 
which have stood up . gainst the rigors of war usage, 
and these will be duplicated here. Our plants, when the 
propér adjustments are made, will be able to make quick- 
} the motors needed for our battleplanes.- 

“One of our biggest tasks in this country is going to 
be the taking over of the business of schooling aviators 
assigned to the battle fronts. This will enable‘the for- 
eign factories to give their full time to manufacturing 
airplanes. Teaching aviators will not interfere with the 
evork of our Government in assembling the machine for 
which the money will be appropriated.” 

“Do you think that with such a large fleet of flying 
machines as it is contemplated for this country to send 
abroad it will be possible to devastate Germany by fly- 
ing over it?” Mr. Wright was asked.

“When this country has sent abroad an immense air 
fleet it may not be practicable, even though it were pos- 
sible, to cover the entire German nation and destroy it 
with dynamite bombs. This would mean flights of at 
least five hundred miles, or one thousand miles counting 
the return trip. This, of course, woul] require a great 
quantity of ammunition and equipment. I mean by this 
that when the end of the journey was reacl.ed there 
would scarcely be enough ammunition aboard to justify 
the long flight. 


German Gunners Would Be Blinded. 


“But there is one thing that could be done to the very 
great disadvantage of the German Government. Essen, 
the site of the Krupp gén works, is only about 150 miles 
from the present line of battle. This could be reached, 
bombarded, and put outiof business. Raids could be con- 
ducted against other business and population centers 
in Western Germany, producing upon her irreparable 
injury

Chief signal 
Officer of the Army, the particular new thing he 
has dn mind as the agency for winning the present war 
is the use of airplanes in such numbers that they will 
be invincible, that all the interior transportation and 
other. vital resources of Germany for continuing the 
war will at the mercy of the allies, that Kiel itself 
Will cease tube the safe refuge of the enemy fleet. 

To say that the airplanes is not new, that it was a 
practical thing long before the beginning of the war,.is 
The newness is in quantity. Gen. 
Squier speaks of airplanes for the purpose he has in 
mind in about the same numerical terms that soldiers of 
the past used to speak of troops. There was a time 
when reference to 100,000 infantry seemed big. Well, 
they have talked about 100,000 airplanes in recent Con- 
gressional debates as the number America needs to do 
her part in the war, and the pending bill calls for an 
appropriation of $630,000,000 for the building of air- 
craft. There is certainly something new about that. 


Refuses to Give Specific Figures. 


Gen. Squier will not use specific figures himself, but 
the motto which, figuratively speaking, he has hung all 
over the walls of. the neadquarters of the Signal Corps 
at the War Department is, “Enough planes to defeat 
Germany.” 

“Just how many that will be,’ he said, “depends pri- 
marily on Germany. Von Hindenburg has as much as 
anybody else, perhaps more, to do with the formulat- 
ing of our plans. We cannot have any specific plans 
that may not have to be changed any day. That is the 
difficult thing for me to make clear to the loyal and 
patriotic business men who are standing by ready to 
help us in manufacturing. They are men who deal in 
enormous quantities, and they are accustomed to pre- 
dict the needed quantity o. output for normal peace op- 
erations a long way in advance, but we cannot do that 
in war. We must be ready to make quick shifts, ready 
at any time to assume all the responsibility for appear- 
ing inconsistent. A soldier who cannot reverse himself 
from day to day, if necessary, is not fit for his job. 
in the present war, Germany ha; -confronted the 
Allies with innovations against which we have been 
fighting in the conventional way. First she astounded 
the world with the big guns that tore down the Belgian 
forts, forts that would have been impregnable against 
any other type of weapon. Then came her Zeppelins, 
against which the Allies had nothing to oppose success- 
fully, and then the U-boat. Germany had the big new 
things, plus all the conventional agencies of warfare. 

“But our turn has come. Millions of men have been 
dicging themselves into the earth. Submerged boats 
have been destroying our ships, and the world is ata 
deadlock. The possibilities of the two long familiar ele- 
ments, earth and water, seem to have become exhausted. 
But there is the third element, the air, which has dis- 
tinct qualities that the others do not possess. 


Possibilitie ses of Air Fighting Unlimited. 


“To | develop all the possibilities of fighting 
from the air in this present war will be America’s great 
part. Europe is war weary and exhausted. The person- 
nel of our allies for the most effective military aviation 
has been used up, killed in the infantry, cavalry, and 
artillery. I mean the young men between nineteen and 
twenty-five years of age—the period of life when men 
are at their best for aerial work. In Germany this class 
of personnel has certainly been exhausted. So it re- 
mains for us, coming in with a fresh viewpoint, to end 
this thing the first possible minute. 

“Nothing else counts. ‘Saving a week of this war 
would be cheap at any price. And the United States, 
alone, can make this contribution to her allies and the 
world. We can outman all the other countries involved, 
friends and foe, and we can surely outbuild them. so 
we should make this a great national plan to win, to 
make our contribution to the cause something that will 
be distinctly American in conception and in magnitude. 
And there must be promptness at any cost, for the sake 
of our own ‘people as well as for the people of Europe. 
To win quickly by the sheer weight of the number of 
our machines means the sending of the minimum num- 
ber of men of the United States to the trenches. 


Seven Months to Train Airmen. 


“We can train our men for actual war service in the 
air in seven months, comprising eight weeks of ground 
work and four months of flying at the training schools 
in this country and then a month of intensive battle- 
plane training work in France. I don’t know how many 
will be needed. That, again, depends upon von minden- 
burg. But we want enough to operate in regiments and 
brigades of necessary, to make all Germany unsafe, to 
force her to demobilize her air forces at the front and 
send the men and machines back to protect the cities. 
This will blind her artillery and render it helpless by 
depriving it of the range finders. Furthermore, our regi- 
ments and brigades will be abl: to destroy all of Ger- 
manv’s interior lines of transportation for the move- 
ment of troops and supplies. They will be able to rob 
the enemy fleet of the security it now enjoys at Kiel. 
An airplane can now carry and drop a thousand pounds 
of explosives. If that is not enough to sink a dread- 
nought, it certainly can disable her for three or four 
months, and then she can be disabled «gain in the 
way after repairs. We can make the Kiel Cana) 
useless. , 

“We will waste no time In experimenting with battle- 
plane devices of our own before we begin the work 
of construction. On the contrary, we will call our 
allies to furnish us with their best plans and specifica- 
tions, with which we can rush our building program.”

Third Chapter of

CHAPTER III. 

In one of Mr. Kipling’s jungle stories 

.there i@ recorded a conversation be- 
tween an Afghan chief and a-native 
officer of the British Indian army. The 
Afghan marveled at the precision of 
movement in the great review which 
was staged to impress the Ameer. 

“He saw ail sorts of troops and trains 
of all military descriptions goin; 
‘through strange evolutions with certain 
precision. He could not understand It. 
The native officer explained that the 
elephant driver or the bullock ‘driver 
took orders from the private assigned 

_ to that duty. The_prfvate took orders 
from the Corporal, the Corporal from 
the Sergeant, the Sergeant from the 
¢ompany officers, the company officers 
from the Major, the Major from the 
Colonel, the Colonel from the General, 
the General from the commander in 
chief, who got his orders from the 
viceroy, who obeyed “‘the Queen.’’ 

To all this the Afghan shook his head 
and observed that “it would never do 
with us,” or something to that effect— 

‘that no Afghan chiefawould stand for 
that sort of thing. 

‘That is why,” the native officer said, 
with a smile, ‘“‘our Ameer comes to take 
orders from our Viceroy.” 


Organization’s Certain Result. 
That is the ‘result of organiszation— 


thé triumph of the organized. The na- 
tive Indian officer understood this, and 
every American soldier should undcer- 
stand what organization means: [or 
that reason I will devote this chapter 
and the nhext to a discussion of army 
reorganization, so that every registered 
man who is called to the colors may 
have a clear and intelligent understand- 
ing of his own part in the great team 
work that must win the war. 

By “organization’’ we mean a descrip- 
tiof of the units into which the mili- 
tary forces are divided and their combi- 
nation into larger military units for the 
purpose of permanent administration. 

In the military scheme of the United 
States the division is the basis of army 
organization, administration and action. 
In practically all foreign armies this 
same unit, the division, is used as the 
basis by which all fighting forces are 
reckoned. In the newspaper accounts 
of the present fighting abroad, whether 
referring to events of the western front, 
vr the Russian or the Balkan, one reads 
that & certain number of German divi- 
sions are faced by a number of allied 
divisions. _The number of divisions is 
multiplied by 20,000 and the number of 
fighting men is roughly determined: In 
the American army the division is some- 
what stronger than 20,000. 


How U.S, Troops Are Divided. 
The troops composing a division are 


divided as follows: 

1. Combatant Troops—Three brigades 
of infantry, one brigade of field artil- 
lery, one regiment of cavalry. 

2. Technical Troops—One regiment of 
engineers, one battalion of _ signal 
troops. 

3.. Sanitary Troops—Four ambulance 
companies, four field hospitals. 

4. Trains—Ammunition, supply, sani- 
tary and engineer. 

In all armies the infantry is of ne- 
vessity the most numerous brancn, for 
thé infantry is the force which in the 
final analysis must win the fight, if the 
fight is to be won. No hostile position 
wan be won by fire alone. The position 
must be taken by the use of the bay- 
net, either actual or threatened. There- 
gore, the work of all the other branches 
Df the service is to co-operate with or 
to assist the infantry. 

» In figuring the relative strength of the 
Duxiliary branches the numbers are 
ziven = in proportions of infantry 
strength. The relative strength follows, 
approximate only: 

« For every 100 infantry there should 
tbe 75 cavalry, 3 guns (field artillery), 
@ machine guns, 60 engineers, 10 signal 
roops, & sanitary troops and 23 Quar- 
“ermaster Corps men.

Each infantry brigade is composed of 
three regiments, nine regiments to a 
division. A brigade of field artillery 
has been composed of two regiments, 
but recently a third regiment has 
been added. Two of the rigenients of 
field artillery are armed with the 
three-inch field piece. The third has 
the 4.7-inch howitzer. 

Only the infantry and the field ar- 
tillery have enough troops in the 
division to form brigades. The 
others have nothing larger than the 
regimental unit. . 

A regiment of infantry is composed 
of three battalions of four companies 
each, the “alphabetical companies” 
designated by letters. In addition, 
the regiment has three other com- 
panies not assigned to battalions. 
These three ‘companies are “special 
duty” men. 


1. eHadquarters company, carrying 
the mounted orderlies, the noncom- 
missioned staff and the band. 

2. The machine gun company, 
whose name explains its composition 
and duties. | 3 

3. The supply company, made up 
of noncimmissioned staff concerned 
with the supplies of the regiment, 
and the drivers of the various wagons 
or trucks, or both. 

The strength of the “alphebetical 
companies” is normally 150 enlisted 
men. The special unit companies 
are smaller. 

Makeup ef Infantry Regiment. 

The total enlisted strength of a 
regiment of infantry is 2002 men, 
led, administered anc taken care of 
by 52 officers. In addition, there are 
attached four officers and 24 enlisted 
men of the sanitary troops. That 
means that there are four doctors, 
assisted by 24 hospital men, to take 
normal care of 2000 men. 

The organization of a cavalry regi- 
ment is similar to the infantry, 
though the names of the units differ 
somewhat. A regiment of cavalry 
consists of three “squadrons” of four 
“troops” each. It has also its spe- 
cial units, including a machine gun 
troop. The regiment has about 1300 
men. 

The field artillery regiment is en- 
tirely different in its composition. It 
is composed of two battalions in- 
stead of the usual three. There are 
only three batteries to each battal- 
ion instead of the four of the others. 
The “battery” is the unit which cor- 
responds to the company and ehe 
troop of the other branches. A bat- 
tery has four guns, with its neces- 
sary caissons and wasons, thus giv- 
ing 12 guns to a battalion, 24 to a 
regiment and 72 to a brigade. 

The engineer regiment is organized 


like a field artillery regiment. The units® 


are called ‘“‘companies.” 

The signal battalion consists of but 
two companies. 

The division sanitary troops consist 
of four ambulance companies and four 
field hospitals. These are in addition 
to the sanitary troops or the officers 
and enlisted men of the sanitary es- 
tablishment, attached to regiments and 
the smaller special units. 

83 Divisions in Army Corps. 

The unit next larger than the divis- 
ion is called the ‘‘army corps,” or the 
“field army.’’ While the field army is 
normally composed of three divisions, 
its composition is more elastic. More 
cavalry may be added to it in the shape 
of an extra brigade of cavalry. Or 
other units of the auxiliary or special 
troops may be assigned to it for special 
duties. These specially assigned troops, 
to meet some anticipated need, are 
usually caHed ‘field army troops.” 

Two or more field armies make an 
“army." The present war has intro- 
duced a name for a still larger unit, 
the ‘‘army group.” This is not a fixed 
unit, but is merely what its name im- 
plies, a grouping of armies under the 
command of one individual.

Offerings of Rangoon Seed Resembie 
‘ Navy Sort, bat They Are 
Dangerous as Food, 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—It has come 
to the knowledge of the United States 
Department of Agriculture that certain 
shipments of beans from the Orient 
known as Burma and Rangoon beans 
have entered this country from Canaaa. 
They closely resemble the ordinary 
navy bean in appearance, but can be dis- 
tinguished by their light, yellowish col- 
or and the fine, distinct radiating lines 
passing out from the hillum or eye. 
They are pole beans of the Lima type 
and not suitable for planting in this 
country since they are of tropical ori- 
gin, and will not mature in the bean- 
growing states. They are not fit for hu- 
man food, since théy yield hydrocyanic 
acid in amounts which may be danzger- 
ous to the health of the people of the 
United States. 
The port and border laboratories of 
the Bureau of Chemistry are under in- 
structions to make examination of all

Committee Favors Mounted Po-« 
licemen on Locust Street 
and Law Enforcement. 


Mounted policemen on/’Locust street, 
tom ‘Twelfth to Lindell Cut-off, to 
fesulate automobile traffic; the plac- 
tae of ali motor cycle policemen in uni- 
form, and all members of the police de- 
partment to be charged with enforce- 
ment of the traffic laws, are three 
recommendations to the Police Board 
made by a joint committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Automobile 


*% Club and the Civic League, for more 


strict enforcement of existing ordi- 
nances. 

The committee believes new traffic 
ordinances.are advisable and that vigor- 
eus enforcement of present laws and 
fegulations is sufficient to solve traffic 
difficulties. 

Police Commissioner Fouke was pres- 
ént at the meeting, which was held July 
1, and promised that the suggestions 
would be takei up at tomorrow's meet- 
ing of the Police Board. 

The committee thinks the police should 
indertake rigorous enforcement of the 
traffic ordinances in four phases of the 
law—parking, headlights, passing and 
evertaking street cars and muffler cut- 

@uta.- The committee says the law ‘n 
regard to parking is generally ignored; 
that blinding headlights are freely used; 
that many accidents result from reck- 
less driving around street cars taking 
on and discharging passengers, and that 
open cut-outs are not only unnecessary 
but are annoying. 

Ordinary patrolmen are seemingly 
disposed to leave the traffic protiem to 
the squad assigned to that service, the 
report says, and to accomplish effective: 
ly the enforcement of the traffic law 
all members of the police department 
should be required to give atténtion to 
traffic law violations. 

The committee believes that if motor 
eycle patrolmen in civilian attire were 
put in uniform, thus making their pres- 
ence known, more fare would be ex- 
ercised by automobile drivers.

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CANNOT WIPE OUT RIOT 


STAIN, LOWDEN SAYS 


Illinois Governor Says No 
Greater Outrages Have Oc- 
cured in the Squth. 


CARROLLTON, Ill, July 6&.—"I know 
of no outrage perpetrated in the South 
that has equaled that at East St. 
Louis,” said Gov. Frank O. Lowden in 
an address here yesterday at the un- 
veiling of a monument to Thomas Car- 
lin. seventh Governor of Illinois. 

“We cannot wipe out the stain, but 


if the people of Illinois will get to- 
gether unitedly for law enforcement, 
such a thing will never be possible. 
There must be in every nation a su- 
preme power. In-a monarchy it is the 
king, but in a republic it is the law.” 

‘I am not prepared at this moment 
to assign to any particular person the 
blame for that tragic affafr,”’ said the 
Governor. “It seems to me now, as I 
said last night, that at present we have 
but one duty and that is to restore peace 
and order to that afflicted community, 
and when we have accomplished this, 
then we may take up and ought to take 
up, the question of who is to blame 

“But I have been weighted down since 
I visited those hospitals last night; 
since I. saw those charred ruins of 
homes; since I saw the havoc this riot 
wrought, I have been weighted down 
as I have never been weighted down 
before. Because, my friends, I am 
proud of Illinois. I am proud of the it- 
lustrious roll of great names spread out 
upen the pages of sour history. A stain 
rests upon Illinois that was placed there 
this week—a stain that will remain. We 
Cannot erase it if we would. But Illi- 
nois, the State of Lincoln, Douglas, 
Oglesby, Carlin, Palmer and Baker 
ought not to have this stain resting 
upon it. 

“We in the North have been in the 
habit frequently of criticising our South- 
ern friends for their treatment of the 
j negro. I am going to be frank with 
you today and I tell you that I know of 
no outrages that have been perpetrate’ 
in the South that surpass the conditions 
I found in East St. Louis in our own 
beloved State.’’

conditions have reached such a state 
that all parties in the Saxon Parlia- 


ment are forced seriously to warn the 
Government of the danger of this situa- 
tion, were the disagreeable deciarations 
which the Government was forced to 
hear from all parties except the Con- 
servatives in a debate in the Saxon Diet 
yesterday, a report of which has 
reached here. 

The discussion was on necessary in- 
ternal reform. The occasion for the 
debate was a Socialist resolution de- 
manding that the Government make an 
effort to secure liberal reorganization 
of the empire. After Count Vitzthun. 
Premier of Saxony, had declared on the 
contrary that the Saxon Government 
would fight any attempt to secure any 
franchise reform in individual states, 
through the Reichstag, 
Vice President of the House, himself an 
ex-soldier, flatly denied that loyalty 
to the King played any role with the 
soldiers. 

Supported by National Liberals. 

He warned Count Vitzthun against 
persisting in his reactionary attitude, 
saying that reform would come, if not 
from the Crown, then from the mob. 
Count -Vitzthun attempted to meet the 
storm with the old formula, devotion to 
the Crown, but even the national Lib- 
erals backed the Socialist. with identi- 
cal declarations regarding the senti- 
ment among the people. 

One Nationalist declared that, as a 
g00d loyalist, he could only hope and 
pray that warnings sent to the Govern- 
ment from all parties might reach the 
King. Another Nationalist said that the 
vast majority of Saxons were inspired 
by an utter lack of confidence in the 
Government, and that unless the Gov- 
ernment were able to rise to the emer- 
gency with the action demanded, he 
feared for the consequences. 

After the debate, almost unparalleled 
in a German Legislature since the days 
of 1848, the Diet adopted the Socialist 
resolution, the Conservatives alone dis- 
senting. 

New Prussian Demand for Reforma, 

The movement to obtain an equal elec- 
toral franchise in Prussia found cham- 
pions in unexpected quarters, Tuesday, 
when leading conservatives joined in « 
public declaration calling on the Govern- 
ment promptly to enact legislation in 
favor of election reform. Their call, 
which is an unequivocal indorsement 
of the agitation carried on by the Social 
Democrats for many years, bears the 
date of June 30. It reads: 

“The mighty struggle in*’ which the 
German people are now engaged is 
not yet ended. The undersigned until 
now have beenglargely of the opinion 
that the promise contained in the Im- 
perial Eastertide message for the elimi- 
nation of acriimonious internal strug- 


and 


gles might be fulfilled in collaboration 


with the conservative forces of our 
public life. However, the oppositidn 
emanating from these sources is so 
powerful as to call forth doubts wheth- 
er this Easter message, in its true 
spirit, can at all become a reality after 
the conclusion of peace. 

“Today such doubt is intolerable 
To keep that faith with the German 
people to which it is entitled it is need- 
ful to take this work in hand without 
further delay. We, therefore, do not 
hesitate publicly to emphasize the need 
of the hour, which demands of the 
Government that it forthwith lay before 
the Diet a draft of an election reforin 
which not only calis for a general direct 
secret ballot, but for an equal voting 
franchise for all; and, further, that the 
Government give effective visible ex- 
pression of the confidence to which the 
German people are entitled.” 

Conservative Signers. 

The call is sfgned by Prof. Hans Del- 
brueck, historian of the University of 
Berlin; Alexander Dominicus, Chief 
Magistrate of Schoenberg; Prof. Emil 
Fischer, Dr. Adolph von Harnack, dean 
of the German theologists; Prof. Fried- 
rich Meinecke, Count Monts, retire 
Ambassador; Prof. Walter Prnst, Dr. 
Paul Ronrbach, Dr. Friederich Thim- 
me and Prof. Ernst Troelmsch. The 
signers almost without exception have 
been looked on generally as stalwar- 
conservatives.

PATRIOTIC MEETINGS — 


IN PLAGE OF FIREWORKS 


City Celebrates Fourth in More 
Solemn Manner—Few Cas- 
ualties Reported. 


Demonstrations of military pre- 
paredness and patriotic gatherings, 
rather than empty noise, were the 
features in St. Louis of the first 
Fourth of July celebration since the 
United States entered the world war.

The day’s patriotic activities cen- 
tered in Forest Park where there was 
military drilling in the afternoon 
and a meeting at the Municipal 
Theater at night to arouse additional 
interest in naval recruiting. 

Large crowds surrounded the drill 
ground, just south of the Jefferson 
Memorial, at the afternoon celebra- 
tion in which soldiers and sailors 
took part. 

Col, Dognelly Heads Parade. 

The parade, headed by Col. Donnel- 
ly of the First Regiment, entered the 
park on Lindell drive at 2 p. m. In 
line were a squad of sailors, the Navy 
League drum and bugle corps, two 
battalions of the First Regiment, 
headed by the regimental band, First 
Regiment mounted scouts and a de- 
tachment of Cavalry Troop B. 

The cavalrymen went through field 
maneuvers and M. Company First Rezgi- 
ment, gave an exhibition of skirmishing 
in extended formation. The quick ad- 
vances and blank firing were so realis- 
tically done that they drew enthusiastic 
applause from the spectators.

Gov. Lowden need not go far to find evidence 
of the utter failure of the major part of the forces 
of the Llinois National Guard to do their duty in 
stopping wholesale murder and arson in East St. 
Louis last Monday. 

Carlos Hurd of the Post-Dispatch staff, who 
was an eyewitness of the atrocities on the Hast 
Side, told a plain circumstantial story of the out- 
rages he witnessed The assaults and murders were 
cold-blooded, deliberate and incredibly brutal. 
They were not the work of a mob infuriated 
against particular offenders. They were the work 
of groups of men and women who sought out and 
burned out the negroes and then shot, beat, 
kicked or hanged them. The work was done in a 
spirit of flippant, relentless barbarism. Mr. Hurd 
described it as a man-hunt. 

Others who corroborated his testimony called it 
rabbit-hunting and rat-catching. Nothing like 
it in unmitigated cruelty has occurred before on 
It can be likened only to the 
fiendish atrocities of Turks in Armenia or the 
pogroms against the Jews incited by the Rus- 
sian Black Hundred, in which helpless Jews were 
smoked or dragged from their homes to be beaten, 
outraged or murdered on the streets. The black 
skin, without regard to age, sex or innocence, was 
the mark for slaughter. 

All the impartial witnesses agree that the po- 
lice were either indifferent or encouraged the 
barbarities, and that the major part of the na- 
tional guard was indifferent or inactive. No or- 
ganized effort was made to protect the negroes or 
disperse the murdering groups. The lack of 
frenzy and of a large infuriated mob made the 
task easy. Ten determined officers could have 
prevented most-of the outrages. One hundred 
men acting with authgrity and vigor might have 
prevented any outrage. 

The stain cannot be wiped from the record of 
Illinois, but the State may be vindicated by pun- 
ishment of the officers responsible for the con- 
duct of the guardsmen; and by the vigorous prose- 
cution of the.murder leaders. | 

East St. Louisans have a duty to perform in 
looking into the conduct of their own city gov- 
ernment which permitted the trouble to culminate 
in these atrocities. They should find out the cause 
of the fatal weakness which encouraged the race 
riots and paralyzed the police while innocent men, 
women. and children were shot, burned and tor- 
tured. The future of the city, which in point of 
growth and prosperity is a marvel, should prompt 
thoroughgoing action by law-abiding citizens.

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POR A HOME RULE ZOO BOARD. 

The objectionable ordinance proposing the cre- 
ation ofa self-perpetuating Zoo Board is defended 
as the only form of legislation made possible in 
the aldermanic body under an act of the State 
Legislature applying to St. Louis. ° 

It is true that at the 1915 session, without the 
public knowledge and in defiance of the public de- 
sire for the right sort of machinery in municipal 
administration, an unsound bill applying to the St. 
Louis Zoo Department was lobbied through at 
Jefferson City in violation of all principles of 
home rule. 

It is also true that if the Zoo Department is re- 
organized under this act, the reorganizing ordi- 
nance must follow provisions of the act sanction- 
ing the unwise self-perpetuating feature. 


But St. Louis now has a Zoo Board. It consists | 


of the Mayor, the Comptroller, the Park Commis- 


sioner, George E. Dieckman and R. H. Keiser. No} 


obligation to supersede this board exists. Indeed, 
the State act specifically authorizes its continu- 
ance in the following: 

And such (the existing) board shall be per- 
mitted to maintain its present organization 
until such time as it may be reorganized by 
ordinance or other legal authorjty in accor- 
dance with the provisions of this act. 

Why pass the pending ordinance? Nobody wants 
it except a few noisy, self-seeking citizens who 
are looking to the control of the Zoo jobs and the 
big annual revenue the department will receive 
from the proceeds of its automatic, perpetual tax. 
Once foisted on the city, the self-perpetuating 
board could so strengthen itself as to be got rid 
|Oof only with great difficulty.. 

Kill the ordinance. Continue the present Zoo 
Board. Then at the 1919 session of the Legisla- 
ture sweep from the statute books the deplorable 
zoo act and its impudent interference with St. 
Louis’ own affairs. 

After that St. Louis can provide for a home rule 
Zoo Board constituted as St. Louis wants it con- 
stituted. The question will not be settled until it 
is settled right, and to settle it right involves only 
18 months’ delay.

4993 of thé Revised Statutes of 1899 
says: Intoxicating liquors may be sold in 
any quantity not less than 1 gallon at the 
place where made, but the maker or Seller 
shall not permit or euffer the same to be 
drank at the place of sale, nor at any place 
under the control of either or both. See. 
4595 defines intoxicating liquor as fermen- 
ted, vinous and spirituous liquors, or any 
composition of which fermented, vinous or 
spirituous liquors is a part.

The emission of dense smoke from chimneys ia 
not only a nuisance, but it is waste of fuel. The 
dense smoke is unconsumed fuel. Smoke consump- 
tion is economy. 

To legatize waste at this time, when conserva- 
tion is imperatively necessary to the winning of 
the war is intolerable and criminal. The change 
of time in which dense smoke is permissible each 
hour will mean the legalizing of fuel waste for 
nine minutes more than under the present ordi- 
nances. It will mean more than this—it will mean 
the practical abandonment of the fight for econ- 
omy of fuel consumption and the abolition of the 
smoke nuisance. Permission to make dense black 
smoke for 15 minutes of each hour with varying 
grades of smoke for the remaining time will mean 
the ifffpossibility of convicting those guilty of 
waste and of contributing to the smoke nuisance. 

The conservation of fuel is now necessary to 
keep the ships and the factories going.”

When’ the Postal Union was formed or 
July 1, 1875, Russia became a Member 
and the equivalent of the 6-cent rate 
was fixed at 8 kopeks, so a stamp of 
that value was issued as well as a ?k, 
and a new 10k and 20k. In 1879. how- 
ever, the rate Was reduced to 7k, so a 
new stamp of that value in the same 
colors replaeed the &k, 


USSIA, like Finland and Poland, 
be began her stamp issues by a 
Stamped envelope instead of an 
adhesive stamp. Jt was inscribed “St. 
Petersburg Town Post,’’ cost 6 kopeks 
(about 3 cents) including the envelope, 
and was issued on Dec. 1, 1845, a year 
ond a half before the first stamps of the 
United States. Two months later a sim- 
ilar one was issued for Moscow, this 
being printed in red, while the former 
was in blue. On Dec, 1, 1848, three en- 
velopes of 10, 20 and §W kopeks were 
issued for the empire, the ‘single letter 
rate being i0 kopeks per “‘lot,”’ a unit of 
weight:about equal to cur half-ounce. 

It was 12 years after the first envelope 
stamp appeared that the first adhesive 
stamp was issued. The official circu- 
lar announced that they were only fo 
inland letters and that registered and 
foreign letters must still be paid for 
in cash. An official document says: 
“The stamps are printed at the state 
printing works on a specially water- 
marked paper prepared by the works, 
and the numeral watermarked in each 
stamp denotes the corresponding weight 
of the letter it franks. This accounts 
for the “large- numerals’ 1, 2 and 3 
waterma in the 10, 3 and 30 kopek
